N early all the large operators of the 
com petitiv e districts of Indiana, Illi­ 
nois. Ohio and w estern Pennsy lv ania 
are here for a conference ov er the 
wage schedu le, and all are em phatic 
th a t conditions do not ju stify an in­ 
crease. 
They say that the warm win­ 
te r last y ear left them with a large 
am ou nt of coal on hand this sprin 
and th at they mined coal du ring the 
su m m er sim ply to giv e th eir employ es 
work and th at there is now a large 
su rplu s on hand and prom ises to be a 
g reater su rplu s when spring opens. 
In reply to the su ggestion th at they 
m ight be piling u p coal in anticipation 
of a.strik e, they said they w ere not, for 
th eir m ines had been ru n at a disad­ 
v antage so far as th e selling price of 
coal is concerned, and they wou ld be 
better off if there was little on top and 
m ore in the grou nd. 
“O u r won had to hav e work ,” one of 
them said, “and th at m eant mining 
coal, and coal we did not need.

posing an inv estigation of the acq u ire­ 
m ent by th e U nited S tates of th e P an­ 
am a canal sfrip. 
R epresentativ e R ai­ 
ney has alw ay s m aintained th at the 
P anam a rev olu tion was planned by 
Roosev elt when he was president, for 
th e pu rpose of getting th e canal strip. 
In a statem ent ju st m ade pu blic he 
charges th at althou gh th e alleged P an­ 
am a rev olu tion did not occu r u ntil the 
ev ening of Nov . 3, 19 03, Dr. Amador, 
the first P anam a president, sailed from 
New York to the isthm u s in October 
w ith the declaration of independence 
and th e flag of the non-ex istent repu b­ 
lic. 
Mr. R ainey also say s th a t he has 
a copy of a le tte r w ritten by Dr. Ama­ 
dor to his son sev eral w eek s before 
the rev olu tion detailing th e plans for 
th a t interesting fu nction. 
“Sev eral week s prior to the P anam a 
rev olu tion,” say s th e R ainey state­ 
m ent, “Dr. Amador, th e first president, 
cam e to New York , and afte r m any 
conferences 
w ith 
W illiam 
Nelson 
Cromwell and w ith B u ena V arila and 
afte r hav ing m ade arrangem ents for 
th e rev olu tion in this cou ntry , he sail­ 
ed for Panam a. 
Two day s before sail­ 
ing he w rote a letter to his son, Dr. 
Raou l Amador, then serv ing as a su r­ 
geon in the United S tates arm y at Fort 
Rev ere, Mass.. say ing: 
“T he plan 
seem s to me good. 
A portion of the 
isthm u s declares itself independent 
and th a t portion th e U nited S tates 
will not allow any Colombian forces to 
attack . 
An assem bly is called and 
this giv es au thority to a m inister to be 
appointed by the new gov ernm ent in 
order to m ak e a treaty w ithou t need 
of ratification by th at assem bly . 
The 
treaty being approv ed by both parties 
the new repu blic rem ains u nder the 
protection of the U nited States, and 
to it are added the oth er districts of 
the isthm u s which do not already form 
part of the new repu blic, and these 
also rem ain u nder the protection of 
the U nited States. T he m ov em ent will 
be delay ed a few day s. 
W e w ant to 
hav e here the m inister who is going 
to be nam ed, so th at as soon as the 
m ov em ent is m ade he can be appointed 
by cable and tak e u p the treaty . 
In 
th irty day s ev ery thing will be con­ 
clu ded.”

Found in Shack at Terre Haute. 
T erre H aute. Ind., .Tan. 24.—A sui­ 
cide p act, conceiv ed by the father and 
intended to wip e out a family consist­ 
ing of father, m other and three chil­ 
dren. was said by G ertrude McVey , 
aged tw enty , to ex p lain the death of 
W illiam E. McVey , Mrs. McVey and 
th eir fiv e-months-old child.

Beware tlje fast after a day of ou t- 
of-the-ordinary feasting. 
Abru pt tran­ 
sitions are bad alike for body 
and 
mind. 
# 
Is it traditional in you r family to 
have a lordly roast tu rkey on family 
feast days, if they were in the tu rkey 
season? 
Then the rem ains of the 
bird, either in patties or croq u ets will 
help you keep from fasting after the 
first dinner of the new year. 
Bu t 
there is another shape for the re­ 
mains—one which I have not so far 
seen in print. Pick u p the meat, free 
it of skin, bone and gristle, cu t in 
bits, not too fine, and pack a layer of 
it neatly at the bottom of a bu ttered 
paper bag mou ld. 
Dot with bits o f 
stu ffing if any remains, also gravy 
from the dish—made gravy 
is too 
heavy. 
Cover the m eat layer with a 
layer of cranberry sau ce and pu t m eat 
on that, also seasoning. 
Repeat till 
all th 
m eat and sau ce are u sed. If 
th© bu lk is scant, pu t in a middle 
layer of toasted bread cru mbs. Cover 
th e top layer of cranberries ‘with 
cru m bs rather thickly. Slip the mou ld 
inside another bag and cook abou t 
eight minu tes. 
Serve either hot or 
cold. 
Excellent for lu ncheon or tea. 
Most likely the baron of beef was 
bu t half eaten. 
Cu t the best of it 
into neat slices half an inch thick, 
two inches wide and fou r inches long. 
Dip them in melted bu tter, roll in a 
little 
salted 
flou r, 
sprinkle 
lightly 
with vinegar or lemon ju ice and let 
them stand an hou r in a warm place, 
keeping them well covered. 
Make a 
good cru st, shortening it with su et 
or drippings if possible, and pu tting 
in a little more salt than for pastry. 
Roll it a q u arter-inch thick and line 
with it a mou ld, either tin or paper 
bag, of su fficient size. 
The mou ld 
m u st be well-greased, and if made 
from a bag, clipped extra-tight at the 
corners. 
Lay u pon the bottom slices 
of meat, letting them lap a little, 
shingle-wise. 
Cover this layer with 
thin sliced onions, sliced and peeled 
white potatoes and the sliced yolk of 
a very hard-boiled egg. 
Season very 
lightly with salt and pepper, then 
pu t on another layer of meat. 
Bread 
cru m bs or slips of cru st may alternate 
with the vegetables or take their 
pla^e. 
W hatever is u sed do not over­ 
fill the mou ld. 
Pu t a layer of cru st 
in strips on top, or else a thick coat­ 
ing of cru mbs. 
Pou r over melted bu t­ 
ter, enou gh to season well, and an 
eq u al q u antity of tomato catsu p or 
tomatoes stewed to a pu lp. 
If you 
like a lattice cru st or a solid one, 
pu t in the bu tter and tomatoes before 
adding it. 
Pou r in a tablespoonfu l 
of boiling w ater also, pu t on the top, 
set the mou ld in a very well-greased 
bag and cook thirty-five to fifty min­ 
u tes, according to size. 
The resu lt 
shou ld be a beefsteak pie as tastefu l 
as ever came ou t of the oven. 
The 
snippets 
and 
trimm ings 
of 
the roast, minced 
fine or grou nd, 
mixed well throu gh mashed potato 
and cooked in a greased bag, either 
in one big cake or many sm aller ones, 
provide excellent su pper fare. 
Ten 
m inu tes of baking is enou gh. 
Meat 
and 
rice 
pu dding can 
bo 
cooked either directly in the bag or 
pu t in a mou ld and then in a bag. To 
make it, throw a cu p of well-washed 
rice into a kettlefu l of salted water 
th at is boiling hard. 
Stir once—no 


mo re—and boil eig hteen to twenty 
minutes. 
Drain away all water, then 
stir Into the ho t rice a larg e spo o nful 
o f butter, a cup o f rich milk, beaten 
up well with two eg g s, salt and pep­ 
per to taste, and two cupfuls o f finely 
minced co ld m eat v ery lig htly dusted 
with co rn starch. 
Po ur o n a little 
to mato catsu p o r add 
a half-cup o f 
dry to mato pu lp. 
Do t lig htly with 
butter o r sprinkle with g rated cheese. 
Co o k fo r twelv e m inu tes in a ho t 
o v en and serv e from the mou ld. 
If the rice and m eat pu dding is fo r 
children, leave ou t the pepper and 
catsu p. 
By 
making 
the 
mix ture 
stiller, leaving ou t part of the milk 
and adding a little flou r, 
y o u can 
shape it into balls, dip them in egg 
and bread cru mbs and bake inside 
a thickly-greased bag to a light brown. 
Instead of rice, whole wheat bread 
cru m bs can be mixed with the meat, 
then the m ixtu re bou nd together with 
egg beaten in milk, seasoned lightly 
with salt and sweet herbs, also a little 
melted bu tter, and cooked in a bag 
ten minu tes. 
All th at req u ires cook­ 
ing is the egg and milk, as the m eat 
and cru mbs are already well done. 
Shredded wheat biscu it, cru m bled 
fine, make the basis of a very g o o d 
nu rsery pu dding. 
Take two cu ps o f 
cru m bs, two cu ps finely chopped ap­ 
ple, half a cu p of bu tter creamed with 
o ne cu p of su gar, half a cu p of rai­ 
sins well-flou red, half a cu p of flou r 
sifted with one teaspoonfu l baking 
powder, and one cu p sweet milk add­ 
ed to two well-beaten eggs. 
Pu t in 
a pinch of salt, beat all well together, 
pou r into a mou ld which is very well- 
greased, set the mou ld inside- a bag 
and bake very slowly for an hou r and 
a half. 
Here is a sort of rice pu dding with­ 
ou t eggs, entirely possible to the 
paper bag. 
W ash very well a scant 
half-cu p of rice, mix it with a cu p 
of seeded raisins cu t in half, a cu p 
of su gar, a teaspoonfu l of bu tter and 
a large cu p of milk. 
Pu t all in a very 
well-bu ttered 
bag, 
seal 
and 
cook 
slowly for an hou r and a half.

W hen “winter comes and tho ground 
freezes, or is covered with snow a good 
deal of the time, grit m ust be sup­ 
plied. 
Gravel or grit should he sharp, 
so as to both cut and grind. 
Smooth 
pieces of gravel will not answ er the 
purpose. 
Gravel dug from a pit will 
m ake one of the best grits. 
W hen pounded into 
small 
pieces, 
broken crockery will m ake excellent 
grit, also. 
A little sand mixed with 
th e other grit is helpful, hilt it will not 
answer for exclusive use, not 
being 
sharp nor coarse enough. 
If you prefer, you can buy prepared 
grit from the dealers in poultry sup­ 
plies. 
A good nlany people do this 
and a good many other people buy 
oyster shells with the belief that they 
are obtaining grit. 
The hens need 
some of the oyster shells, as they sup­ 
ply the system with lime and car­ 
bonates, but they will not take the 
place of grit. 
They are too soft, and 
digest rather than grind. 
Keep well filled grit boxes where 
the hens can run to them at will dur­ 
ing the w inter months and you will 
find th at they consume quite a lot of 
the m aterial in a m onth’s time. 
Pro­ 
viding the grit in boxes and allowing 
the hens to help themselves is the best 
way of feeding it. They will then use 
as much as is necessary 
for 
their 
health, as they are the hest judges of 
this m atter and consequently will not 
consume more than they require. 
If we always knew” how much “would 
he needed for the health of the birds, 
it would be all right to mix the grit 
with the feed.
